terested was the Heavis 
land grant 
that started 
about 
Gila 
Bend 
and 
took in the whole town of 
Phoenix 
and the Salt River valley 
and 
as 
far down as Florence 
It 
had 
al ¬ 
ready been 
reported 
favorably 
In 
the House 
I had 
only defeated it 
in the House 
when 
the 
Southern 
Pacific Railroad 
Company 
afraid of 
its case 
advised 
every 
big land 
holder 
in the valley to 
pay Reavis 
for the land 
I sent a letter to the 
people saying hold your land and I 
will get Reavis in the penitentiary 
Many of them did 
so 
Since 
then 
Reavis has served his term 
Every 
man 
in the Salt River 
valley that 
did not pay Reavis for his 
land has 
thanked me many times over 
Speaking further on this question 
Senator Smith referred to the fight 
on the admission 
of 
Arizona 
and 
New Mexico as one State and called 
attention to

for seven years have been chairman 
of the Suffrage Central Committee 
which has directed every movement 
that has been made along that line 
and 
I can assert without 
fear 
of 
contradiction that Mr 
Ling never 
manifested 
even a friendly interest 
in our work until 
after our enfran- 
chisement

two years ago 
We tried 
repeatedly to put him on record as 
to his attitude
